Summary of reasons for decision: 

The video comprises the lyrics of an Arabic nasheed (song) with English subtitles, which refer to 
violent warfare, juxtaposed with a static silhouette of an armed man set against an orange sky. The 
Classification Office considers that the video does not deal with violence to an extent or degree or in 
a manner that renders its availability likely to be injurious to the public good. Nor does it contain any 
direct reference to terrorist organisations or activity, so it cannot be said to promote and encourage 
acts of terrorism. The video does not deal with other matters of concern to the Films, Videos and 
Publications Classification Act 1993. It must, therefore, be classified unrestricted. This classification is 
consistent with the right to freedom of expression as provided by the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 
1990.
